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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
MELTON  AND  BELVOIR  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1969. 

Dr.  J.V.  Loughlin  resigned  on  2nd  March,  1969,  and  was  replaced  by 
Dr.  G.  McHugh  who  took  up  the  appointment  on  20th  October,  1969. 

The  population  of  the  district  has  increased  by  120  from  18,760 
in  1968  to  18,830  in  1969*  The  increase  in  the  previous  year  was  by  50. 

The  Birth  Rate  dropped  to  15-9  per  1000  population  from  17.1  -  this 
was  a  little  more  than  the  general  drop  in  England  and  bales.  The 
actual  birth  figures  were  300  as  against  320  in  1968. 

The  Illegitimate  Birth  Rate  has  increased  to  6%  of  live  births 
from  4.06  in  1962  -  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  8%. 

The  Death  Rate  dropped  to  10.4  per  1000  population  from  10o8  the 
figure  for  the  whole  country  was  11.9  per  1000  population;  the  actual 
figures  for  1968  were  203  deaths  and  for  1969  they  were  196. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  that  is  the  number  of  deaths  of  children 
under  1  year  was  27  per  1000  live  births.  The  actual  figure  was  8  deaths. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were:-  Cardiac  Disease,  Malignant 
Neoplasms,  Cerebro-Vascular  Disease  and  Pneumonia. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  numbered  159  cases  during  the  year  - 
an  improvement  on  1968’ s  figure  which  was  179  cases.  The  majority  of 
cases  were  again  measles  a  figure  of  131  as  against  145  in  1968. 

The  measles  epidemic  continued  throughout  the  year,  and  the  demand  for 
the  measles  vaccine  did  not  reach  the  proportions  anticipated  probably 
because  one  type  of  vaccine  was  withdrawn  and  probably  because  the 
disease  itself  is  rarely  fatal.  There  was  a  definite  increase  of 
Infective  Jaundice  from  2  cases  in  1968  to  18  cases  in  1969. 

The  section  on  environmental  hygiene  is  full  of  interest  and  I  am 
indebted  greatfully  to  Mr.  Milburn  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
for  this  and  to  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Staff  for  their 
continued  interest  and  enthusiasm  with  which  they  carried  out  their 
work  during  the  year. 

I  should  like  to  say  how  grateful  I  am  for  the  continued  interest 
taken  by  members  of  the  Council  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health

The  greater  part  of  the  District  is  now  supplied  with  water 
from  the  River  Dove*  Stand  pipes  are  not  provided,  the  services 
being  laid  to  consumers  premises. 

There  is  no  indication  of  any  tendence  to  Plumbo  Solvency  in 
the  piped  supplies. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supplied  in  any  part  of  the 
district  is  less  than  0.2  p.p.m. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  were  no  shortages ,  and  the 
use  of  hosepipes  v/as  not  banned. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Western  Area.  The  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  completed  and 
operational  in  November  receiving  sewage  from  the  four  villages 
included  in  Phase  I  of  the  scheme. 

The  contract  for  Phase  II  which  provides  for  the  laying  of  sewers  in 
a  further  six  villages  and  connecting  to  the  new  Sewage  Works  has 
progressed  satisfactorily,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  work  will 
be  completed  next  year. 

Eaton  8e  Branston.  This  scheme  has  progressed  satisfactorily,  and 
should  be  completed  early  next  year. 

Burton  Lazars.  Work  on  this  scheme  commenced  in  July,  and  very  good 
progress  was  made  on  the  laying  of  the  sewers.  The  completion  date 
is  December,  1970. 

Twyford  &  Thorpe  Satchville.  This  scheme  was  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  in  1968,  but  the  Council  would  not  accept  the  Trent  River 
Authority's  "consent  conditions"  and  lodged  an  appeal.  This  appeal 
was  heard  in  November,  and  the  Minister’s  decision  is  awaited. 

Barsby  &  Ashby  Folville.  A  scheme  for  new  sewers  in  Barsby  and  the 
extension  of  the  Sewage  Works  at  Ashby  Folville  was  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  in  December. 

Saltby  &  Sproxton.  A  scheme  was  prepared.

Public  Cleansing 


Refuse  is  collected  from  all  households  at  intervals  of 
six  working  days. 

Nightsoil  is  collected  weekly  from  38  villages  and  7  part 
villages,  in  the  remaining  20  villages  and  7  part  villages  no 
collection  is  made  because  these  have  a  mains  water  supply  and 
an  efficient  sewage  disposal  works  available. 

A  fleet  of  modern  vehicles  is  maintained  comprising: -

Vehicles. 

3  -  S.D.  combined  nightsoil  and  cesspool  emptiers,

1  -  S.D.  cesspool  emptier  as  a  "stand  by". 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  and 
no  difficulty  has  been  experienced.  The  levelling  is  carried 
out  by  means  of  a  blade  etc.,  attached  to  a  tractor.  Part-time 
attendants  are  also  employed  at  the  tips.  The  system  has  been 
found  satisfactory. 

The  disposal  of  nightsoil  is  to  farms  where  it  is  ploughed 
into  the  land  as  manure.  There  is  at  present  no  difficulty  in 
disposal,  and  in  view  of  the  amount  of  ploughed  land  it  is  not 
anticipated  that  this  will  create  a  problem  in  the  immediate  future. 

The  present  system  of  conversion  is  by  voluntary  methods 
and  has  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  28  pail  closets  to  water 
closets  during  the  year.  There  remains  only  208  pail  closets 
yet  to  be  converted  to  water  closets. 

The  Council  is  continuing  to  empty  house  cesspools  on  request 
from  the  occupiers  at  a  standard  charge  of  10/-  per  dwelling. 
Cesspools  at  trade  premises  are  emptied  at  a  charge  of  10/-  per  hour.

Since  the  commencement  of  the  Slum  Clearance  programme  in 
1955  a  total  of  461  houses  have  been  dealt  with  by  either  being 
demolished,  closed  or  having  been  brought  up  to  a  good  standard  of 
fitness;  some  of  them  with  the  aid  of  an  Improvement  Grant. 

Improvement  Grants. 

A  further  addition  to  legislation  affecting  Improvement 
Grants  became  law  on  the  25th  August,  1969  with  the  passing  of 
the  Housing  Act  1969.  This  act  (inter-alia)  gave  Local  Authorities 
power  to  increase  the  maximum  amount  of  grant  from  £400.  to  £1 ,000. 
for  "Discretionary"  Grants  whilst  Standard  Grants  were  increased 
from  £155*  to  £200.  and  "extended"  Standard  Grants  were  raised  from 
£350-  to  £430.  During  the  year  21  Discretionary  Grants  were 

approved  -  12  under  the  previous  Acts  and  9  under  the  19&9  Act, 

31  Standard  Grants  were  approved,  17  under  the  previous  Acts  and 
14  under  the  1969  Act.
